1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 36 and 37 have been amended as follows: 

Claim 36, line 1 , "product of claim 34" has been replaced with "product of claim 35" 
Claim 37, line 1 , "product of claim 34" has been replaced with "product of claim 35" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25 and 27-39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record does not teach the combination of the claimed element including "the global 
identifier comprises a non-modifiable hidden field containing a record identifier which is 
maintained throughout the existence of a corresponding information record" as recited 
in independent claims 1 , 21 , 32 and 35. Crozier teaches a method for reconciling data 
between disparate computer platforms but does not teach the global identifier as 
claimed. Norin teaches a method of time based data expiration in a replication

environment utilizing a global unique identifier (GUID). However, Norin does not teach 
that the GUID comprise "a non-modifiable hidden field containing a record identifier" as 
claimed. Thus, prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the 
combination of claimed elements in light of the specification. After a further search and 
a thorough examination of the present application and in light of the prior art made of 
record, claims 1 , 21 , 32 and 35 are allowed. Dependent claims 2-20, 22-25, 27-31 , 33- 
35, 36-39 are allowed at least by virtue of their dependency from claims 1 , 21 , 32 and 
35.
